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Science a la Russe in the Field of Racing 


ALEXANDER GRAY, professor of political economy in the 
University of Edinburgh, in the capitalistic and socialistic 
state of England, wrote a book called The Development of Eco- 
nomic Doctrine. Of the doctrine of Karl Marx he commented: 
Despite Marx’s affected omniscience, Capital reveals very 
little real knowledge of the world, as indeed Marx, through- 
out life, was singularly obtuse with regard to the feelings of 
his fellow-men. He was too much in the British Museum, and 
too little on the Epsom Downs on Derby Day. 


The Communist party, recognizing this deficiency, and 
ever on the alert for improvement, gave five “possibles” for 
the winner of the English Derby last Saturday, through its 
London organ the Daily Worker. The winner, My Love, was 
not among them. A capitalistic plot was at the bottom of the 
Derby result—anything to deprive the working class of a 
chance to get ahead. 


In other aspects of racing—the sport for which Mr. Gray 
used Epsom Downs as a symbol—the Communists are making 
progress, in regions far away from the possibility of capitalistic 
meddling. Through the iron curtain they have handed out a 
press release revealing two amazing discoveries. 


The news comes to us fourth-hand. The March-April num- 
ber of the French Revue des Eleveurs carries a reprint from 
the Belgian publication Le Sportsman. The Belgian paper 
took its information from a statement communicated from Mos- 
cow to the international press. According to the Moscow story, 
Russian breeders and hippologues “claim to have found the 
method of winning all the horse races to be run anywhere in 
the world.” 


This result is not to be accomplished by the use of the veto, 
as we supposed before we went on with the translation. The 
method, Le Sportsman says, is as follows: 


It consists of making crosses of race horses and wild Mon- 
golian asses. These donkeys, which are called Kulans, appear 
to be the swiftest animals in the world, able to run as fast as 60 
kilometers an hour. 

But the produce of these crosses attain, according to 
breeders, even greater speeds. 

In the same field, the Russians have discovered that in order 
to increase the endurance of a horse it is necessary to put him 
on a diet of watermelons. 

The experiment was made last fall in the Kazakhistan. 

For 24 hours, and with only brief rests, they ran horses 
nourished exclusively on watermelons. The result surpassed all 
expectation. 

One horse, notably, in 18 hours ran the distance of 281.9 
kilometers, beating the record of the Soviet Union, which was 
252.5 kilometers, and the world record of 257.2 kilometers. 


[The 281.9 kilometers is 175 miles and 289 yards; 60 kilo- 
meters is 37 miles, 497 yards. Coaltown could beat a wild 
jackass.—Ep.] 


Unfortunately no details are given as to the type of water- 
melons [pasteques] which were fed, though presumably any- 
thing under the heading of Citrullus vulgaris would do. The 
manner of feeding is not specified, whether the rind was eaten 
(for its Vitamin Q) or discarded; whether the seeds were 
extracted by hand and cracked in advance, or masticated, or 
possibly spit out; or whether the horses were fed during rest 
periods or simply munched the delicious slices as they ran. 
The sugar in the melons would of course furnish readily avail- 
able energy. 


Experiments should be undertaken at once in the United 
States to determine the best means of feeding watermelons to 
race horses. Several points, of course, will have to be cleared 
up. among them the question whether a long-range program of 
feeding watermelons might not have some deleterious effect 
upon the kidneys. Our scientists should also check the pos- 
sibility of a dilatation of the truth. 


As for those wild Mongolian jackasses. they are known to 
be quite remarkable animals. Our Uncle George once owned 
one which got the Republican nomination for Congress in the 
first district in Tennessee, which brought about considerable 
discussion in the newspapers and the Congressional Record con- 
cerning the sons of wild jackasses. 


One of the favorite theories of our more prominent pedigree 
experts is that race horses should be outbred. the word outbred 
in this case referring only to tail-male extraction of sire and 
dam. A great many good horses have been produced by cross- 
ing Eclipse on Matchem, or Matchem on Eclipse, or by match- 
ing Eclipse and Herod. (The advisability of matings involv- 
ing Herod on Matchem has not been thoroughly investigated. 
and some of our leading minds are at work on this problem.) 


It would be very beneficial, in all probability. if a fourth 
male line could be added, as this would increase the number 
of outcrosses possible. The importer of a pure Mongolian jack- 


ass would be conferring a great benefit upon the American 
breeding industry. 


He would be, that is, if it were not for The Jockey Club. 
Likely as not, those capitalists would exercise their veto power. 
But anyway, please pass the watermelon. 
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SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


Harmonica Repeats a 194.7 Tune; 
Scattered Leads the 3-y-o Fillies 


One of the remarkable things -about 
Suburban Day was the fact that it drew 
63.499 people, and a still more remarkable 
thing was that they had room to breathe. 
They were packed like anchovies (you say 
“like sardines” elsewhere, but Belmont 
demands a little higher order) on the 
terrace for the actual races, but between 
whiles there was space, afforded by the 
big paddock back of the stands. 

This is a note of considerable impor- 
tance in future race track construction. 
Perhaps the dream track will have seats 
for all of its customers, but the chances 
are it won’t. The big thing is just plain 
space. Belmont, Hialeah Park. Arlington 
Park. Saratoga. and Tropical Park—this 
is not a complete list—have ample space 
back of the stands, and horseplayers who 
get tired of it all can go back there and 
sit down and pant. At Jamaica or Aque- 
duct or Bowie—this list isn’t complete, 
either—when you're in, you're in, and if 
you're packed, you stay packed. I don’t 
approve of coddling the horseplayer, but 
he should be given room to wiggle. 

Another thing about the day was Har- 
monica. Apparently she likes a wet track, 
for she won her other major victory, the 
1947 C.C.A. Oaks. over similar going. 
Warren Mehrtens, who incidentally has 
been riding excellently at the Belmont 
meeting, stole off to a long lead, perhaps 
made possible by the fact that the others, 
mindful of Stymie, wouldn’t chase her. 

In the Oaks. you may remember, she 
stole away because everybody was mind- 
ful of But Why Not. Apparently she has 
to have things break right for her, but 
when they do she’s a remakably good filly. 


FIELD. It has seemed to this observer 
that the steeplechasing branch is some- 
what improved this year. As these notes 
are written, in the jumping stakes at Bel- 
mont, there have been only two horses 
down, or to be correct, two riders, because 
the horses didn’t go all the way over. 

This is quite a change from a couple of 
years ago when we had, on the one hand, 
such fine performers as Mercator, Rouge 
Dragon, *Caddie, and others, and on the 
other a bunch of horses which apparently 
neither knew nor cared how to get over 
a fence. After the overnight races, it 
used to take a quarter-hour to get horses 


off the course, and one actually fell in the 
lake, which takes a bit of doing. This

year, even the 12-horse Spring Maiden 
Steeplechase got through without a spill. 

It is confessedly only a guess, but I 
think one factor is the return from military 
service of some of the younger trainers in 
this division such as. for instance, Pete 
Bostwick, though I can think of a half- 
dozen more. They were aroung last year 
too, of course, but you don’t make a 
jumper in a year. Another thing is that 
a little better stock is being put into the 
infield. For a while nearly all, except the 
top performers, were jumping because 
they weren't fast enough to win on the 
flat. 

The millenium isn’t here, jumping over 
fences. But the situation’s definitely better. 


FOX. Whirling Fox ran at Belmont 
on May 29, without blinkers, bore out a 
little in the stretch and finished third. He 
came back on June 3 with full cups, bore 
out still more, and finished second but 
beaten about as far. He has now started 
four times this year, has never been worse 
than third nor better than second. He’s 
been favorite all four times, twice at odds- 
on, but in the last race his backers con- 
nected because he had a_ stablemate, 
Golden Light. 


The latter had run third in a race for 
non-winners of two, at seven furlongs, a 
few days earlier, going away at nearly 
8 to 1, so I doubt if he attracted much play 
to the entry. However. he ran off with 
the race, winning handily by three lengths. 
The time, 1:4434 for a mile and a six- 
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teenth, was at least fair, and since Golden 
Light is stoutly bred (Gallant Fox—ygl. 
kyr, by Man o’ War), maybe those of yg 
who expected great things from Whirling 
Fox had better change horses. 


FILLIES. Max Hirsch. who had speny 
the previous week graduating 2-year-olds 
first time out, but had missed a major 
race when Scattered ran fifth in the Acorn, 
got her back to her Pimlico Oaks form jp 
the C.C.A. Oaks. The stable made no 
excuses for her, but the Acorn just doesn 
fit the picture—toss it out. The Pimlico 
Oaks field might not have been too good, 
but Scattered made it look worse than jt 
was, winning as she pleased. In the C 
C.A. Oaks she had matters in hand all the 
way, and was ready to go whenever Mehr. 
tens moved. So let’s just say she ran a 
bad one, but she’s still the ranking filly 
of her division thus far. 

Other filly matters involved an old ae. 
quaintance, C. V. Whitney’s First Flight, 
and a new one, Cain Hoy Farm’s *Impru. 
dence 2nd. First Flight acquitted herself 
quite well in her first appearance of the 
season, on June 2, winning a mile alloy. 
ance race from Mangohick, Trilby, and 
others. The Whitney stable is a little later 
getting started this year, because it holed 
up for the winter instead of galloping at 
Camden, but it’s gaining momentum. Pha. 
lanx, however, won’t be around until fall: 
he didn’t train to suit Sylvester Veitch 
this spring. 

*Imprudence’s race didn’t mean much, 
I suppose, but it was fairly bad as far as 
it went, which was a mile. She had a 
flash of speed out if the gate, and then 
after falling back looked as if she might 
be going to her horses on the far tur, 
The drive wasn’t sustained, and she fell 
away to finish last of five. 

She’s an extremely handhome filly, as 
horsemen have been saying all spring, and 
she obviously must have class, for you 
hardly win the Oaks and the Thousand 
Guineas without them. This was her first 
race over a dirt track, and chances are 
she'll do better when she’s a little more 
acquainted with the place. 

NEW ARKANSAS TRACK 

Hearing on an application for a_pro- 
posed $2,000,000 race track at West Mem- 
phis, Ark., across the Mississippi from 
Memphis, Tenn., is scheduled by the Ark- 
ansas State Racing Commission for June 
23. Applicants are Robert J. Boileau, 
harness horse breeder of Ravenden 
Springs, Ark., Tanner Davis, of West Mem- 
phis, and J. D. Hamilton, of Paragould, 
Ark. 

The track would be known as Dixie 
Downs, and would be completed in time 
for a meeting next year, if approved by 
the racing commision. It is understood that 
there is sentiment in West Memphis 
against a horse track. However, dog 
races have been held there. 
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RACKS AND MEETINGS 
Atlantic City’s 
Stakes Program 


Nominations for the ten stakes to be 
ofered at the summer meeting of the 
\tlantic City Racing Association, August 
9 to September 25, will close July 1. 

The stakes program, climaxing with the 
§15.000-added All American Handicap on 
closing day, will offer a total of $102.500 
in added monies. 

Last year the All American had a purse 
of $25.000 appended; the Miss America 
Handicap. for 3-year-olds and upward, 
fillies and mares, was worth $15,000, as 
compared with this year’s $10,000. Last 
year’s $10.000 added King Neptune Stakes 
for 2-year-olds has been re-named the 
Home Bred Stakes, its value pared to 
$7.500. 

In explanation of these cuts in purses, 
the Atlantic City management states that 
itis “fearful of a drop in the mutuel turn- 
oer. due to the state’s legalizing an in- 
crease in the ‘take’ from 10 per cent to 
i2 per cent, plus breakage to a dime, 
instead of the former nickel.” 

Garden State. first New Jersey track in 
operation this year, suffered a 22 per cent 
decline in daily average  pari-mutuel 
handle at its spring meeting. 

Distances of all the stakes will be the 
same as last year with the exception of 
the World’s Playground Stakes for 2-year- 
olds, which. since it is being offered three 
months later in the season, will move up 
from five to six furlongs. The stakes pro-

Ava Khan Wins Derby and Oaks; 
French-bred Colts 1-2 in Derby 


When Leon Volterra’s My Love scored 
his first victory, in the 144-mile Prix Hoc- 
quart at Longchamp May 9, it became 
apparent that he was probably the best 
French candidate for the English Derby. 
His Highness the Aga Khan, who would 
rather win the Derby than gain a pound— 
his followers have a custom of giving him 
his weight in gold—immediately entered 
into negotiations to buy the colt. 

For about $50,000 he got a half-interest 
and the privilege of running My Love in 
the Derby in his own name. 

On Thursday, June 3, the Aga Khan’s 
flly Masaka won the Oaks at Epsom 
Downs, the world’s most important race 
for 3-year-old fillies. In the Derby two 
days later M. Volterra’s Royal Drake took 
the lead just before the 32-horse field 
dipped into the sharp downturn of Tatten- 
ham Corner. My Love was somewhere in 
the middle of the 32-horse field, largest 
since 1862. When the avalanche of horses

had cascaded around the turn and into the 
final straight Jockey William Rae John- 
stone looked ahead, found the Volterra 
colors in front. It was a comforting sight, 
for in the stable there was no question that 
My Love was the better colt. 

Johnstone guided his mount between 
horses, took the lead about 200 yards from 
the finish, and won going away, by a 
length and a half. Four lengths behind 
Royal Drake, third place fell to the Aga 
Khan’s home-bred Noor. 

In fourth place at the finish was the 
favorite, the Maharajah of Baroda’s My 
Babu. The French-bred son of Djebel 
had receded in the odds from 5-2 to 4-1 the 
week before the Derby. 
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The track had been soaked by rain dur- 
ing the night before the Derby, but it was 
still firm for the afternoon racing. The 
time was a slow 2:40. 

Behind My Babu came Straight Play in 
fifth place, then Marcel Boussac’s Djed- 
dah, whose odds had dropped to 8-1 shortly 
before the race. (He had been 40-1 a week 
earlier, but was reported to have beaten 
Goyama in a private trial before the two 
were flown from France.) William Wood- 
ward’s Black Tarquin finished eighth, and 
the other part of the American entry. The 
Senator 2nd, was far back in the field. 


FIRST SINCE. The Aga Khan’s broad, 
bespectacled face was beaming as he led 
the winner into the unsaddling enclosure 
and received the congratulations of the 
King. Since he entered racing in the early 
1920°s he had won the Oaks once before 
(with Udaipur in 1932) and the Derby 
three times (*Blenheim 2nd in 1930, 
*Bahram in 1935, *Mahmoud in 1936). 
But it was a rare occasion when the same 
owner took both races in the same year. 
Edward Hulton had won both in 1916 with 
Fifinella, and the Chevalier Ginistrelli had 
performed the same feat in 1908 with Sig- 
norinetta. But no owner had won the two 
classics with a colt and a filly since 1873. 
when Mr. Merry took the Oaks with Marie 
Stuart and the Derby with Doncaster. 


BREEDING. At the end of the four- 
day Epsom fixture the French and English 
breeders totted up what had happened to 
their prestige. The French had made 
another gain. Marcel Boussac’s Goyama 
(*Goya 2nd—Devineress, by Finglas) had 
won the Coronation Stakes, 114-mile fea- 
ture of the day between the Oaks and the 
Derby. In the Derby, it was the second 
successive win for a French-bred son of 
Vatellor, whose son Pearl Diver was the 
1947 victor. French horses had finished 
first, second, and fourth. (And a little 
later in the month Arbar would lead the 
invasion of Ascot.) 

My Love had run twice as a 2-year-old, 
finished second and third. He got the 
same placings in his first two starts of this 
year, then won the Prix Hocquart by 144 
lengths. beating Turmoil, Flush Royal, 
Estoc. and three others. The Hocquart 


was his first race at more than 2,100 meters 
(about 1,4; miles) and the victory marked 
him as probably the best 3-year-old in 
France at the Derby distance of about 114 
miles. 


For the origins of his class it was not 
far to seek. His sire, Vatellor, had been 
one of the best racers of the late 1930’s in 
France. He was one of the colts which 
Jefferson D. Cohn sold to the theatrical 
magnate Leon Volterra, and he raced 
under the latter’s colors. 

For My Love, dam of My Love, was 
bred by M. Volterra, and was among the 
highest-class 2-year-old fillies of 1936. One 
of her two victories was in the Prix La 
Fleche, in which she gave weight to high. 
class horses, including Birikil. She was 
second in three other races, including the 
Prix Eclipse at Maisons-Laffitte, in which 
Birikil beat her. She was unplaced twice, 
in the Grand Criterium and Prix d’Erme- 
nonville. At three she did not sustain her 
form and ran seven times without winning. 


The Oaks 


The Oaks had been easy for the Aga 
Khan. Masaka drew away from the field 
in the stretch, won by six lengths from the 
King’s Angelola, with the French entry 
Folie in third place. Behind them came 
22 other fillies, the largest field in more 
than a century. 

The winner was among the most heavily 
played starters, at 7 to 1. The two joint 
favorites, Goblet and Ariostar, at 4 to 1 
each, were well back in the field. The 
time for the 114 miles was 2:4034. The 
winners share of the purse was about 
$42,700, as compared with nearly $50,000 
for the Derby.

Texas Takes Over for a While; 
Scattered Wears Filly Crown 


Some of the high-class mice had a 
chance to play last week. The Calumet 
cats were far enough away, either at the 
finish or in their stalls, that the week’s 
best races fell into other hands. 

Monday. May 31, end of the extended 
Memorial Day holiday period, had for its 
best race the 62nd running of the Subur- 
ban Handicap. Its six-horse field was 
something less in class than the long tra- 
dition of the race called for, and the track 
was sloppy, but a record crowd of 63.- 
499 was registered at the turnstiles. 


THE SUBURBAN. Stymie. his speed 
and condition proved by his triumph in 
the one-mile Metropolitan Handicap, car- 
ried top weight of 128 pounds and more 
than half the money in the pool. Arnold 
Hanger’s recently purchased Harmonica, 
extreme outsider in the betting, was driven 
to the front at once by Warren Melhrtens, 
held a four-length lead down the back- 
stretch. 

Stymie, after running a characteristic 
last through the first half mile. was fourth 
and about seven lengths back of the 
pacemaker at the head of the homestretch. 
It looked good enough for the favorite 
at that point, but at the eighth-pole, 
where Stymie caught *Colosal, the Snark 
filly was still five on top. Stymie mowed 
her down too late; she was still nearly 
two lengths ahead of him as they went 
under the wire. 

Faultless, the best foot put forward by 
Calumet Farm during the week, was well 
out of it; he finished fourth, five lengths 
behind *Colosal. 

Harmonica, which was getting only 13 
pounds from the favorite by the scale of 
weight for age and sex, had already shown 
genuine class. The Suburban victory 
brought her a distinction which only two 
other mares, Beldine and Bateau. had 
gained in this century. It was Stymie’s 
fourth defeat in the Suburban. 

At Garden State Park the same day 
Honeymoon beat a top-class field of fillies 
and mares (including the odds-on Elpis) 
in the $25,000-added Vineland Handicap. 

At the Lincoln Fields meeting (at 
Washington Park) Walmac Farm’s hand- 
some Billings got his first stakes victory 
in the $25,000-added Peabody Memorial, 
rounding out a remarkable series of five 


stakes in two racing days for his sire, 
*Mahmoud. 
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THE OAKS. Nearest American ap- 
proach to England’s No. 1 classic for 
3-year-old fillies is the Coaching Club 
American Oaks, which was run Wednes- 
day, June 2, at Belmont Park. George D. 
Widener’s Watermill, winner of the Acorn 
Stakes, was an odds-on favorite, and the 
Pimlico Oaks winner Scattered, which had 
finished unplaced in the Acorn, was sec- 
ond choice. 

Watermill ran close behind the pace of 
Challe Anne and Dusty Legs, but the 
last quarter-mile found her wanting and 
she dropped back to finish fourth, five 
lengths behind the third horse. Warren 
Mehrtens moved up in the stretch with 
Scattered. won by a length and a quarter 
from the late-running Flitabout and the 
early-running Challe Anne. which finished 
a nose apart. It was the Texan’s second 
$50,000 winner of the week; he had one 


more coming, the Yankee Handicap 4 
Suffolk Downs on the Saturday. 

Scattered now wore the crown amono 
the 3-year-old fillies. But it was not on 
fitted on so snugly as to discourage gy. 
tempts to jostle it off. 


ESCAPE FROM CITATION. Whik 
the champion Citation sat out the Saty. 
day (June 5) program, two of the colts 
which were once counted among his rivals 
gathered up the most important 3-yegy.

Noble Impulse had been beaten three times by 
Joseph M. Roebling’s Blue Peter at Garden State 
Park, but finally got a chance against less formid- 
able competition in the Christiana Stakes. He 
made the most of it, winning by three lengths. 

He was foaled April 24, 1946 at Harrie B.

Flying Rythm got into competition apparently 
over her head—she paid off at $167.80 for $2— 
because her owner “just had a hunch.” Flying 
Rythm was last in the field of 13 for the first 
quarter, had only three or four horses beaten as 
they rounded out of the last turn, had to sacrifice 
ground by going around the field, still had four 
lengths and six horses between her and the lead 
as they went past the eighth-pole. She got up in 
the last rhythmic stride to beat Belle Jolie a head, 
with the favorite Boswell Lady third a half-length 
back. 

Boswell Lady had run into considerable trouble 
on the first turn. “If it hadn’t been for that I 
think she would have won easily,” Jodney Johnny 
Longden reported. 

Andrew J. Crevolin, who sells automobiles in 
Alhambra, bought Flying Rythm for $11,000 at 
the L. B. Mayer training stable dispersal in Febru- 
ary, 1947, immediately after Walter G. McCarty 
(Rolling Hills Farm) had paid $11,000 for Belle 
Jolie. It was his first Thoroughbred purchase. She 


ran in eight stakes races last year, got second 


money in the Manana Stakes, third in the Osunitas 
and Del Mar. 

The dam of the winner was bred by Eugene B. 
and H. Skillman Gorham at their farm near Lex- 
ington, was sold as a yearling to R. C. Frakes for 
$350. Mrs. Anthony Pelleteri raced her at two 
and three, sold her to Mrs. Graceton Philpot, who 
later sold her to Mr. Mayer. She ran 60 times in 
five seasons, won 12 races, including two stakes. 

Flying Rythm is the year’s third stakes winner 
for *Beau Pere, after On Trust and Honeymoon.

Breeding Efficiency on Farms 


During the breeding season of 1940, the 
farmers and the ranchers throughout the 
country bred 17.951 mares to stallions 
which were loaned to them by the U. S. 
Army Remount Service. The following 
season they reported 11,409 foals as a re- 
sult of these stallion services. Thus 
about 63 per cent of the mares produced 
foals. 

The mares found on the odd-numbered 
pages of the American Stud Book (Vol. 
XVIIL) and whose names began with A 
and B were selected to provide further 
data. There were 367 mares in this group 
which had been used as broodmares dur- 
ing each season 1938-1942. This group 
produced with an efficiency of 62 per cent. 

The causes of the inefficiency were: 

Failure to conceive after having been 
covered, 25 per cent. 

Abortions and non-viable foals, 7.5 per 
cent. 

Passed (not bred during one of the in- 
tervening years), 5 per cent. 

Occurrence of non-viable twins. 0.5 per 
cent. 

In the report on the 17,951 mares bred 
on ranches and farms in the country dur- 
ing that season, all we know is that 63 per 
cent had foals. We do not know whether 
the remainder died, aborted, or did not 
conceive. Likewise, in the abstract from 
the stud book we are not sure that some 
of the mares listed as “barren” may not 
have conceived only to have aborted dur- 
ing the very early stages of pregnancy 
when the act was not observed. However. 
it can be reasonably assumed since the 
comparable figures in all cases are so 
nearly alike, that the figures we do not 
have would be approximately the same if 
we were able to ascertain them. (See 
similar statistics in articles on Breeding 
Records, THe Bioop-Horse of March 20, 
page 774). 

At any rate, from 20 to 25 per cent of 
the mares in the average band are barren. 
Their barren condition results for the most 
part from the fact that they had not been 
given sufficient opportunity to become 
pregnant. By that I mean they are normal 
mares and would have become pregnant. 
Since the breeding season ends on a given 
date, all mares not pregnant on that date 
are barren for the year. They need no 
special care or treatment. 


NINTH DAY BREEDING. Recently I 
asked two veterinarians, whose judgment 
I greatly respect, why they still condoned, 
although they do not advocate, the so- 
called “ninth day breeding.” 
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One was quite frank in saying that he 
did not care to take the responsibility if 
the owner still believed that this period 
was the best in which to get the mare in 
foal. 

The other stated that “In the efficient 
operation of the stud, every opportunity 
must be used to get the mares in foal. If 
efficiency were not a factor, I know that I 
would miss every ninth day period.” 

This reasoning has logic when the 
statistics are analyzed. Whereas 20 to 25 
per cent of the mares are barren for the 
season when additional services would ma- 
terially reduce this number, only 10 per 
cent of the mares are non-productive be- 
cause of abortions or non-viable foals. In 
other words, there are farms which are 
willing to risk the increase in abortions 
and non-viable foals in order to decrease 
the 20-25 per cent barren group. In a re- 


port published in April, 1937, in the Cor. 
nell Veterinarian, Dr. E. A. Caslick stated 
that a total of 683 mares under his care 
were bred between 1932-1936, of which 78 
per cent conceived. 

Only 37 per cent of the foaling mares 
conceived when bred during the first heat 
after foaling, whereas 56 per cent of those 
that did not conceive became pregnant the 
next time they were bred. In a group of 
130 mares which were not bred within 2] 
days of foaling. 58 per cent conceived tg 
the first service. 


PRODUCTION POTENTIAL. When a 
mare is selected as a broodmare, her every 
feature is scrutinized excepting her ability 
to produce. Even a hasty perusal of the 
stud book will disclose good and bad 
broodmares from a productive point of 
view. Some very irregular broodmares 
have produced offspring of unusual abil. 
ity. However, some of the dams of horses 
of the highest class are also exceptionally’ 
efficient producers.

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TIME TO RECONSTRUCT 


THE STUD BOOK 
By J. L. Hislop 


(Reprinted from the Observer, London) 


The victory of My Babu in the first of the season’s classics is likely to be 
of greater significance in the racing world than may, at first, be realised, for 
My Babu is not eligible for the General Stud Book and is, therefore, classed 
as a “half-bred” in this country. 


Had his victory been a flash in the pan, such as that of Le Ksar, or were 
he domiciled in France, he would, in the first case, drift into oblivion among 
the many other sires of little consequence, and, in the second, be concerned 
with French mares. However, not only has he proved himself a racehorse of 
outstanding ability, but, also, he will most probably go to stud in England, 
be well patronised and beget high-class winners—perhaps classic winners; but 
even if he is mated with the best mares in the world, there will be no official 
record of a single one of his progeny. 


From every aspect this is a deplorable state of affairs. With the success 
of so many “half-bred” horses in our most important races has come an in- 
creasing (and understandable) tendency among breeders to use sires of this 
category, and such horses will become more and more numerous; for in every 
mating involving a horse or mare not eligible for the Stud Book the offspring, 
and all descendants, are automatically classed as “half-bred,” and there will 
be no official record of their breeding. 


Barely a year ago Messrs. Weatherby, the sole owners of the Stud Book, 
announced that its object was to be a record of pure pedigrees and not of per- 
formance. This purpose has not been achieved, for the Stud Book includes 
the names of many horses—Mahmoud, Dante, Court Martial, and Sayajirao 
are a few examples—who are as much half-bred as My Babu, but are eligible 
for the Stud Book because the “half-bred” ancestors in their pedigrees were 
admitted before the present ruling came into being. 


THE REAL ISSUE. If, then, the Stud Book is to be of any value as a true 
record of pure breeding, it must be purged of its existing impurities. But to 
be a record of purity alone is a purpose which seems to fall short of the ideal, 
to which a work of this importance should aspire. It should aim to be prac- 
tical as well as academic, and should attempt to join the paths of pedigree and 
performance, a task that is the breeder’s chief endeavour, besides providing a 
historical record. At present the Stud Book does neither; historically it is in- 
accurate, and, from the practical aspect, it provides no record of the breeding 
of many of our best racehorses and their descendants. 


In every sphere of life, the old order must at last give place to the new, 
and any activity that is to survive must adapt itself to changing circumstances, 
and even the Stud Book must move with the times, if it is to be of any practi- 
cal value to the breeder in the future. 


To reorganise it without injury to tradition would not be impossible. It 
could be divided into two parts, the first a purified version of the present pub- 
lication, the second containing the names of all “half bred” horses removed 
from the first part, those considered thoroughbred in their own country but not 
in England. and those who have proved themselves either on the racecourse or 
at stud, all names in Part II being distinguished by an asterisk. 


Thus could the Stud Book become a work of real value, both to the his- 
torian and the breeder. The present situation, whereby there is no official 
record of the breeding and progeny of horses as My Babu, is one which does 
no credit to the official chronicles of the English turf. 
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published in THe BLoop-Horse of August 
30, 1947, page 640, indicate a breeding de. 
ficiency of some families of Thorough. 
breds. Other observers have noted the 
same thing and some have pointed out cer. 
tain features, such as genital infantilism 
and faulty conformation of the perineal 
region. These anatomical features are as 
transmissible as coat color. Since the po. 
tentiality of producing offspring of class 
is at least equal, only broodmares from 
efficient families should be retained if the 
eficiency of the stud is to be maintained 
at a high level. 


ENDOCRINE IMBALANCE. The fer. 
tility of the stallion affects materially the 
efficiency of the stud greatly. However, 
sterile stallions are not used once they are 
discovered, and the owner using a seni- 
sterile horse does so with the knowledge 
that the efficiency of operations will be 
low. Some stallions which are ordinarily 
very fertile will occasionally become tem. 
porarily sterile or nearly so. Frequent 
examinations of the semen during the sea. 
son will prevent a lowered breeding eff- 
ciency from this cause. 

As long as the breeding season for 
Thoroughbreds remains as limited as it 
is at present, this fact alone will be re. 
sponsible for a large per cent of barren. 
ness. Likewise, owners will be very re- 
luctant about eliminating an_ irregular 
breeding mare if she has the potential 
ability to produce offspring of class. Thus 
inefficiency will have to be reduced by 
working with other causes of sterility. In 
general these other causes may be classi- 
fied as imbalance of the endocrine system, 
and infections. 

The endocrine system is composed of 
organs located throughout the body which 
produce specific products, called _hor- 
mones. These hormones are chemical reg- 
ulators of body activities. Sometimes 
they regulate by causing a specific action. 
Other times they regulate by inhibiting a 
specific reaction. All of the endocrine or- 
gans seem to be inter-related. Some of 
them produce hormones and nothing else. 
The ovary produces hormones and ova. 
The testicle produces hormones and sper- 
matozoa. 

Irregular heat periods and the failure 
to come in heat are attributed to imbal- 
ances of the endocrine system. Emotional 
stress, climate, changes in hemispheres, 
kinds and quality of feed, and the quan- 
tity and quality of light influence this 
chemical regulation of body functions. 

Hence we find that the long and ab- 
normal estral periods disappear as sum- 
mer approaches. Since time is a precious 
commodity, one does not waste it if there 
is anything that can be done to correct 
these conditions. It has been found that 
the mare which has a very long heat 
period may ovulate regularly during that 
period. The time of ovulation can be de- 
tected by an experienced veterinarian

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either by vaginal examination or a combi- 
nation of vaginal examination and_pal- 
pation of the ovaries. 

After the time of ovulation has been de- 
termined, the mare may be bred with a 
reasonable probability of success. It is 
the barren or maiden mare that is likely 
to show this type of irregularity. The 
foaling mare is more apt to be the one 
not showing heat. 

In the same manner, a mare not show- 
ing heat may be ovulating regularity. This 
also may be detected. However, after it 
has been determined that the sexual cycle 
may be beneficially stimulated or inhib- 
ited, there are hormones commercially 
available for this purpose. Follicular 
stimulating hormones induce estrus. Lute- 
inizing hormones induce ovulation. The 
synchronization of these two acts must 
be accomplished to make a_ successful 
service, and this synchronization is not 
accomplished with regularity. In addi- 
tion to the natural hormones, there are the 
synthetic hormones. Diethystilbestrol is 
the most common synthetic hormones used 
on mares. This hormone will cause estrus, 
and if the follicles on the ovaries are suf- 
ficiently mature, ovulation will occur, mak- 
ing it possible to have a successful mating 
at that time. 

Hormones may cause irreparable harm 
if used injudiciously. Persons having 
used hormones under many circumstances 
agree that if one, or at the most two, in- 
jections do not accomplish the intended 
purpose. then little is to be gained by the 
continued use of the product in that case. 
Harm may actually result. 


INFECTIONS AND STERILITY.  In- 
fections are very serious causes of sterility. 
There are some who believe that infections 
and endocrine imbalance are closely asso- 
ciated. Because of the latter condition, 
the former gets a fertile field in which to 
develop. This may be true, since an im- 


proper state of nutrition is also conducive 
to infection. Infectious abortion of both 
the bacterial and virus type cause many 
According to Bulletin 509 of the 
University of Kentucky, abortion due to 
S. Abortive-equinus has not been found in 
Kentucky within the last ten years.  Al- 
though the number of foals lost because 
of infectious abortion amounted to only 
2.8 per cent (abortions plus non-viable 
foals) of all such material examined, vac- 
cination of the mares is considered good 
insurance and is required at the U. S. 
Army Remount Depots twice during preg- 
nancy—in the fourth and ninth months of 
pregnancy. At one of the largest studs 
in the country (Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky.) all pregnant mares are vaccinated 
in October. 

Equine virus abortion was not known 
to exist in this country until Drs. Dimock 
and Edwards of the University of Ken- 
tucky scientifically proved it to be the 
cause of an outbreak of abortion in Ken- 
tucky in 1932. Since that time it has 
taken first place on the list of causes of 
abortion. According to Dr. B. J. Erring- 
ton, the virus has been the cause of infec- 
tious abortion in California during the re- 
cent years. When a mare aborts because 
of virus infection she does so usually with- 
out warning, appearing to be in normal 
health both before and after the abortion. 
Such abortions occur usually in the last 
months of pregnancy—from the ninth 
month to term. There are no methods of 
vaccination against this disease that have 
proven to be of value. A liver tissue vac- 
cine and convalescent serum have been 
used experimentally with some degree of 
success.

During his raid on Canadian 2-year-olds in 1941, Harry Giddings’ Stand 
Pat colt Ten to Ace started seven times, took six firsts and a third.

Such a mare should be isolated for a 
least three weeks and then not readmitted 
to the band until she has been examined 
by a veterinarian. The fetal membranes 
and the fetus must be deeply buried oy 
burned. The bedding from the stall of 
the mare should be burned and the stal] 
scrubbed with an efficient disinfectant. 

It has been stated that about one-third 
of all barren mares carry an infection of 
some sort in their genital tract. This jp. 
fection will prevent some mares from con. 
ceiving. Other mares will conceive. only 
to produce an infected foal if they do not 
abort. 

Various microorganisms cause these jp. 
fections. Many of these infections can be 
prevented by practicing good hygiene jp 
the breeding shed. The most effective 
method of treatment to date is the oper. 
ation in which the vulva is sutured. Peni. 
cillin introduced into the uterus will de. 
stroy an infection very quickly. However, 
reinfection is likely to reoccur if the cor. 
rective operation is not performed at the 
same time. Sulfanilimide and the similar 
drugs are used with success in some cases, 

However, the principle factor in pre. 
venting losses from these infections of the 
genital tract is the detection of the infec. 
tion before the harm is done. The infec. 
tions can be detected only by physical and 
bacteriological examinations by competent 
personnel. 


SUMMATION. In summary. the fae. 
tors limiting the efficiency of a band of 
mares are as follows: 

Infections, about which we have a sound 
workable knowledge. We can accomplish 
much in the way of prevention and treat- 
ment. . 

Endocrinologic pathology, about which 
we know a great deal but are still in the 
experimental stage. 

The propagation of individuals which 
are inherently irregular producers and 
about which we can accomplish very little 
because the more skillful we become, the 
more of these individuals will be produced 
and the more irregular producers we will 
have (a vicious cycle). 

Finally, the lack of sufficient time to get 
mares with foal due to the short breeding 
season. Since this is a barrier established 
by the owner of the mares, it is the owner 
who must decide whether or not it is bet- 
ter to be content with a lower efficiency 
and have greater uniformity of foals. This 
uniformity insures a more efficient hand- 
ling of the foals than he could otherwise 
have had if he decided to have the mares 
bred over a longer breeding season. Most 
owners of Thoroughbreds accept this situ- 
ation. It does, however, put pressure 0

The Derby Trials 


Were Inconclusive 


LonpDOoN 


The Derby trials have finished and they 
have not been particularly illuminating. 
The race is run on June 5, and everybody 
is wondering whether the date will be 
too early for the favourite, My Babu. 
After the colt’s setback, the trainer has 
not attempted to rush matters. With a 
fortnight to the race the colt had not had 
a top speed gallop. I believe it is the in- 
tention to give him just one mile-and-a- 
half gallop. and no Derby favourite has 
ever done such a light preparation in my 
time. 

Yet trainer and jockey have expressed 
to me their confidence that My Babu will 
be fit enough to do himself justice. Only 
the race can decide the point. The Cobbler 
holds his place as second favourite. He, 
too, has been trained at home since the 
great fight with My Babu in the 2,000 
Guineas. 

Connections of My Babu do not want 
any rain. The colt is thoroughly at home 
on a hard track. Those associated with 
The Cobbler would welcome a downpour 
to take the jar out of the ground. It has 


been firm going everywhere with quite a 
lot of dust flying on some courses. The 
barometer has suddenly gone back and it 
is raining as I write. But one can never 
e sure of our fickle climate. The race 
course at Epsom is on chalky soil, and 
while it is liable to hold moisture for a 
short spell, it soon dries up. 

Black Tarquin had his final public trial 
at Lingfield on May 22 but did not exactly 
cover himself with glory. He sweated up 
a good deal before the race but moved so 
freely on the way to the starting post that 
he did not seem to be affected by the very 
hard ground. After lying second to the 
moderate Adventurous until the straight he 
took the lead to go on for a two-lengths 
victory. 

I should say he was pretty well all out 
at the finish and he would have had more 
to do if Native Heath, who came along to 
be second, had not run right across the 
course at the turn into the straight. That 
cost him more ground than the distance 
by which he was beaten. 

I still thing Black Tarquin will not find 
his true form until the autumn. The Derby 
can show whether I am right or wrong. 
It is my idea that Capt. Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort may find himself with two worthy can- 
didates for St. Leger honours in Black 
Tarquin and The Senator 2nd. 

The Bois Roussel colt Valognes is still 
third favourite and the form has been 
working in his favour. He beat Alycidon 
and Native Heath readily enough at 


Chester. Subsequently Alycidon won at 
Manchester, and as I have _ indicated, 
Native Heath would have made a close 
fight of it with Black Tarquin at Lingfield 
if he had not run so wide at the turn, 
There has been good money for the 
French stable companions, My Love and 
Royal Drake, but an announcement is stil] 
awaitied about the other French colt. 
Priolo, who has won two races very easily, 
The Pollards bubble was burst when he 
was trounced by Tormie at Hurst Park 
There had been a tendency to regard Pol. 
lards as a worthwhile outsider. He had 
won his only two races comfortably enough 
but they were at a mile. He attempted 
to get a mile and a quarter at Hurst Park 
and signally failed to do so. Odds were 
freely betted on him, but Tormie set a fast 
pace and that left Pollards bereft of an 
effort, with more than a furlong to go, 
There is much to like about Tormie. He 
is another Bois Roussel colt out of a 
*Rhodes Scholar mare. He is a strongly 
built colt and has taken time to find his 
strength. He was never sighted in the 
2.000 Guineas, but came out shortly after. 
wards at Kempton to win easily over a 
mile and a half. It was even better form 


he showed when winning at Hurst Park, 
and I am sure he will show improvement 
the first time he gets soft ground.

It is with 
regret I have to record the tragic death of 
Lord Fitzwilliam. He was killed in an 
aeroplane accident along with Lady Hart. 
ington, who was one of the former U. §. 
Ambassador Mr. Kennedy’s eight children. 
Peter Fitzwilliam was 38 and a young man 
who might one day have made his mark 
in the racing world. He was very keen 
when as Lord Milton he had a few horses. 


When his father died and he came into 
the title he set about the business of keep- 
ing a famous name in the forefront as a 
breeder and owner. There was not time 
for him to consolidate all his ideas but 
there is no doubt that in due course the 
name of Fitzwilliam would have become 
a power in the racing world. He was 
breeding on the best lines at his Rocking- 
ham Stud and also had_ considerable 
interests in Ireland. It was just a short 
time ago that he bought the Lagrange 
training establishment at Newmarket and 
installed his friend Richard Warden a 
trainer. He was a member of the Jockey 
Club and gained the D.S.C. in the war for 
a hush hush exploit. He will be sadly 
missed. 

I once had hopes that Lord Hartington 
would have revived the Devonshire racing 
fortunes but it was not to be. He was 
killed in the war. Lord and Lady Hart 
ington were very keen and I have 00 
doubt had he lived Lord Hartington would 
have been just as enthusiastic as the Duke 
of Devonshire, who was a famous owner 
breeder.

On Plating Horses 
Without Platers 


Interest has been expressed in several 
quarters about a method of fastening shoes 
to a horse by means of a plastic. as re- 
ported in THe Bioop-Horse of April 3, 
page 16. The plasticizing method, when 
fully developed, may be of genuine bene- 
fit to horsemen, but since it would be used 
by the regular blacksmiths it would not 
eliminate all the problems connected with 
shoeing a horse. 

One of the bottlenecks now encountered 
by trainers of Thoroughbreds is a scarcity 
of union platers at the race tracks. The 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation has been working toward a solu- 
tion of this, and has made some progress. 

Philip Bieber, a member of the HBPA 
committee which has been talking with the 
platers. has this to report: 

“Much to our surprise and pleasure. we 
found the blacksmiths in a receptive mood. 
They seemed very willing to co-operate, 
and after we explained the great shortage 
of farriers and the hardships it was caus- 
ing the horsemen, they agreed that they 
would give a test to any blacksmith apply- 
ing. and that the test would be held with 
a committee of horsemen present. 

“If the person qualified to the satisfac- 
tion of the horsemen and the blacksmiths, 
he would be allowed to join their union. 
They knew that their ranks were becom- 


ing alarmingly thin through deaths, retire- 
ment, and old age, and felt that there was 
room for many more shoers. 

“Concerning apprentices, however, they 
would not pay toward any of the expense 
or salary to teach these persons, as they 
felt that they would get no benefit from it, 
and took the position that they would be 
paying to teach competition to themselves. 

“They would, however, see that any ap- 
prentice be placed with a competent black- 
smith to learn the trade. The salary for 
such apprentice to be paid either through 
the G. I. Bill of Rights or the HBPA. 

“The greatest difficulty to this was that 
the rules of the union stated that an ap- 
prentice would have to work for three full 
years as such, before he could take the 
examination for full membership as a 
farrier. 

“I then wrote to Mr. Wayne Dinsmore 
of the Horse and Mule Association of 
America and asked about the students at 
the farrier’s school at Michigan State Col- 
lege. I am enclosing his reply, so that 
you can see what we are up against, that 
is. if the union will not modify its three- 
year apprentice clause. The only rem- 
edy I can see for these students is to let 
them go out from the school to regular 
jobs. and then try and get them to take 
the blacksmiths’ examination. This, of 
course, would be difficult, but after a while 
we might induce some to try it. 


“It is very difficult to have horsemen 
who are working at training race horses 
spend their time obtaining men to take 
the test. It is a full time job, and unless 
the racing associations take a more active 
interest and do something to help the sit- 
uation, I cannot see much hope for prog- 


ress. Perhaps the TRA will be willing 
to do something in the matter.” 

Wayne Dinsmore’s reply to Mr. Bicber’s 
inquiry about graduates of the Michigan 
State College horseshoeing course was to 
the effect that a young man who had com. 
pleted the schooling and was in_ position 
to earn as much as $500 a month shoeing 
ordinary horses was not likely to be jp. 
terested in serving a three-year appren. 
ticeship at low pay just to qualify for the 
union. 

So the deal seems to be stalled, at pres. 
ent, unless the HBPA can gain further 
concessions from the union regarding the 
acceptance of new members, or unless it js 
willing to subsidize apprentices to the 
point of making the job financially at. 
tractive to young men interested in learp. 
ing a trade. Or unless the tracks and 
other groups work with the HBPA toward 
solving the problem. 


BARN BURNS 


A two-stall paddock barn on Douglas 
M. Davis’ High Hope Farm, Lexington, 
was destroyed by fire on the afternoon of 
May 24. Until March of this year the 
barn had housed the stallion High Strung, 
Recently two yearling colts, one by Milk. 
man—Sweet Betsy, by *Carlaris, the other 
by Blue Swords—Gypsy Grip, by *Bull 
Dog, had been kept in it. The colts were 
in adjoining paddocks at the time of the 
fire and were led to safety. 

Cause of the fire was undetermined. 
There was no electricity in the barn, the 
groom in charge of the yearlings is a non- 
smoker, and the absence of fresh hay in 
the barn eliminated the theory of spon- 
taneous combustion.

We 
shall continue the publication of our maga- 
zine The Horse, and the operation of our 
three stud books—the Half-Bred Stud 
Book; the Half-Arabian Stud Book, and 
the Anglo-Arab Stud Book. The value of 
registration is no longer a question in the 
minds of the horse breeders of the coun- 
try. and registration is becoming daily 
more of a necessity for the showing or the 
sale of a horse.

Editors note: The bill transferring the 
Remount Service from the Department of 
the Army to the Department of Agricul- 
ture was passed in April. The following 
is the text of the bill. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 


resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That, in the interests of

SEC. 3. Until June 30. 1949, the Secretary of 
the Army may detail to the Department of Agricul- 
ture such military including ofhcers in 
Corps of the Medical Department, 
as he may determine with the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to be desirable to effectuate the purposes 
of this Act or to safeguard the interest of the 
United States. Notwithstanding the limitations con- 
tained in existing law, retired officer personnel of 
the Department of the Army, if employed by the 
Department of Agriculture for the purposes of this 
Act only, in addition to their retired 
pay civilian the extent that the total 
from both sources does not exceed the pay and 
allowances received by such persons in the per-

SEC. 4. There is hereby authorized to be ap- 


propriated to the Department of Agriculture such 
funds as may be necessary to carry out this Act. 
The authority of the Department of the Army to 
conduct a remount breeding program is hereby 
abolished. Funds appropriated pursuant to this 
Act shall be available for necessary administrative 
expenses, including personal services in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, printing and binding, and _pur- 
chase or hire of passenger motor vehicles.
